III. BACKGROUND: 

Independent Expenditure Reporting Problems - Persons Other Than Political 
Committees (Form S) (Failure to Timely File 24-Hour Reports) 

PowerPAC.org ("PowerPAC") failed to timely file one (1) 24-Hour Report to 
support (I) one independent expenditure totaling $75,023.67 disclosed in the 2017 Year-
End Report, made during the reporting period after the 20"' day but more than 24 hours 
before the day of the 2017 Special General Election for Alabama Senate (Attachment 2). 

On December 18, 2017, the Reports Analysis Division (RAD) Analyst received a 
call from Lisa Le, PowerPAC's controller. Ms. Le explained that PowerPAC failed to file 
a 24-Hour Report to support an independent expenditure made for the 2017 Alabama 
Senate Special General Election. The RAD Analyst encouraged Ms. Le to file the 24-Hour 
Report as soon as possible (Attachment 3). 

On December 19,2017, Ms. Le called the RAD Analyst and stated that PowerPAC 
would file a 24-Hour Report for independent expenditures made for the 2017 Alabama 
Senate Special General Election. The Analyst explained that PowerPAC may receive a 
Request for Additional Information (RFAl) because the 24-Hour Report would be filed 
after the election (Attachment 3). 



On December 22, 2017, PowerPAC 
(1) independent expenditure, totaling $7S, 

filed 3ne (I) 24-Hour Report to support one 
)OO.O0, disseminated on December 2,' 2017. 

PowerPAC indicated that the amount reported on the 24-Hour Report was an estimate 
(Image 201712229090329896). 

On January 31, 2018, PowerPAC filed its 2017 Year-End Report covering the 
period from November 26, 2017 through December 31, 2017. Schedule 5-E (Itemized 
Independent Expenditures) of the report disclosed two (2) independent expenditures 
totaling $85,097.23, made in support of one (1) federal candidate. PowerPAC failed to 
timely file a 24-Hour Report to support one (1) independent expenditure totaling 
$75,023.67 for the 2017 Special General Election for Alabama Senate (Images 
201801319091202332-44, Attachment 2). 

On April 16,2018, an RFAI was sent to PowerPAC referencing the 2017 Year-End 
Report. The RFAI noted that PowerPAC may have failed to timely file a 24-Hour Report 
for one (1) independent expenditure, totaling $75,023.67, disclosed on Schedule 5-E 
(Image 201804170300003657). 

On May 2, 2018, the RAD Analyst called Ms. Le to obtain an alternate mailing 
address to send the RFAI referencing the 2017 Year-End because the letter was returned 
as undeliverable (Attachment 3). 

On May 4,2018, the RAD Analyst emailed Ms. Le a copy of the RFAI referencing 
the 2017 Year-End Report and explained that the issue might be referred for potential 
further action (Attachment 3). 

On May 21, 2018, PowerPAC filed a Miscellaneous Electronic Submission ("FEC 
Form 99") which stated, in full: 

"This is in response to your letter dated April 16,2018. The 24-hour notice 
for the requested independent expenditures was filed late. I was initially 
informed that the phone banking was Get-Out-To-Vote. Thus, the phone 
banking was not an independent expenditures [sic]. There was an internal 
discussion among project staff to change the nature of the phone calls to a 
persuasion of voters to vote for Doug Jones. Unfortunately the staff didn't 
inform me until much later of the changes. The dissemination date was 
12/2/2017" (Image 201805219113311559). 

On May 23,2018, the RAD Analyst spoke with Ms. Le about the late filed 24-Hour 
Report. The Analyst explained that the late filed 24-Hour Report cited in the April 16, 
2018 RFAI will be referred to another office at the Commission for further action 
(Attachment 3). 

To date, no further communications have been received from PowerPAC regarding 
this matter.
